Give Poor Wearing Service 
The weighting of silk is of spe- 

cial concern to women who look 
kor heaviness as an indication of 
quality. A heavily weighted silk 
gives poorer service than a similar 
typs which is pure dye. Under a 
“trade practice rule,” agreed to by 
silk manufacturers, mixtures of silk 
and other fibers or metallic salts 
may not be called silk if the 
weighting exceeds 10 per cent (ex- 
cept for black silk, which may con- 
tain 15 per cent). If the weight- 
ing exceeds 10 per cent the fabric 
must be labeled “weighted” or given 
some other designation to show 
that It is not pure silk.
